As  this  is  being  written,  I  have 
just  returned  from  the  Austin  Texas 
Coin  Club’s  31st  annual  Money 
Mart  held  at  the  Airport  Hilton 
Hotel.  Of  particular  interest  were 
the  two  meetings  for  TNA  members 
which  were  held  on  Sunday,  Sep¬ 
tember  23rd,  during  the  coin  show. 
The  first  was  the  special  called 
general  membership  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  adopting  the  revised 
bylaws  that  the  Board  of  Directors 
had  approved  during  our  last  con¬ 
vention.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
the  revised  by-laws  (a  copy  of  which 
was  mailed  to  each  member  in  Aug¬ 
ust)  have  now  been  approved  by  the 
general  membership  and  are  now  in 
effect.  Please  mark  your  personal 
copy  of  the  by-laws  “APPROVED 
23  SEPTEMBER  1990"  for  future 
reference. 

The  second  meeting  was  the  semi¬ 
annual  Board  of  Directors  meeting 
which  was  held  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  the  called  membership  meeting. 
Space  does  not  permit  listing  all  of 
the  items  considered  by  the  Board 
but  your  district  governor  should  be 
able  to  fill  you  in  at  your  next  club 
meeting.  I  sincerely  regret  that 
some  governors  were  absent,  but 
the  majority  were  there  and  were 
actively  representing  you. 

This  being  the  November  issue,  I 
am  pleased  to  call  for  nominations 
for  all  elective  offices  in  our  Associ¬ 
ation.  Article  5,  Section  5.02. b.  of 


t 

our  revised  by-laws  requires  me  to 
call  for  nominations  and  also  pro¬ 
vides  the  mechanics  and  parame¬ 
ters  for  selecting  the  nominees 
Simply  stated,  any  member  may 
nominate  any  individual  who  is  a 
regular,  associate  or  life  member  of 
TNA  for  the  office  of  president,  first 
vice  president,  second  vice  presi¬ 
dent.  secretary  and  treasurer.  The 
president,  first  and  second  vice 
president  may  not  serve  more  than 
two  consecutive  terms.  All  of  these 
officers  are  currently  serving  their 
first  term  so  they  are  eligible  to  be 
nominated  for  a  second  term.  There 
is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  terms 
that  the  secretary,  treasurer  and 
district  governors  can  serve.  Dis¬ 
trict  governors  may  be  nominated 
only  by  the  Chapter  members  (TNA 
member  clubs)  in  their  respective 
district.  The  nominee  must  be  a 
regular,  associate  or  life  member 
and  must  reside  in  the  district 
which  they  will  represent. 

Nominations  are  really  quite 
simple.  All  you  need  do  is  to  contact 
your  nominee  and  have  them  agree 
to  serve  if  elected.  When  they  have 
agreed  to  serve,  make  your  nomina¬ 
tion  in  writing  to  the  secretary.  It 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  of 
acceptance  from  your  candidate 
along  with  a  short  biographical 
sketch  suitable  for  publishing  in  the 
News.

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NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Frank  Clark  •  Carrollton,  Texas 


In  1893  the  U.S.  Congress  passed 
the  National  Banking  Act  to  help 
raise  funds  to  fight  the  war  between 
the  states.  This  Act  authorized  the 
granting  of  charters  to  national 
banks  and  made  it  possible  for  them 
to  issue  their  own  bank  notes  by 
depositing  government  bonds  at  the 
Treasury  in  Washington,  D.C. 
Banks  were  allowed  to  issue  cur¬ 
rency  up  to  90%  of  the  par  value  of 
the  deposited  bonds.  The  charters 
that  were  granted  to  these  banks 
were  valid  for  a  period  of  20  years 
and  could  be  renewed  in  20-year 
increments  until  1922  when  the  ori¬ 
ginal  charter  period  for  a  new  bank 
and  renewals  for  existing  banks  be¬ 
came  99  years.  In  1925  this  was 
changed  to  perpetuity  for  newly 
chartered  banks  and  existing  banks 
that  came  up  for  renewal.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  National' 
Banking  Act  applied  to  the  whole 
country  after  the  North  defeated  the 
South  in  the  war  between  the  states. 

National  bank  notes  are  conven¬ 
tional  and  fully  negotiable  United 
States  Paper  money  even  though 
they  were  issued  by  individual 
banks.  From  1863  —  1877  the  notes 
were  printed  by  the  American,  Con¬ 
tinental  or  National  Bank  Note 
companies  in  New  York  City  with 
Treasury  seal  and  serial  numbers 
printed  at  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  (BEP)  in  Washington, 
D.C.  Since  1877  the  entire  produc¬ 
tion  of  national  bank  notes  was 
assigned  permanently  to  the  BEP. 

The  basic  designs  on  national 
bank  notes  are  the  same  for  all 
banks,  the  only  difference  being  in 
the  name  of  the  bank,  its  charter 


number  and  bank  officers'  signa¬ 
tures  and  the  state  seal  on  the  backs 
of  some  early  notes.  Also,  some 
notes  prior  to  1875  will  not  have  a 
charter  number  printed  on  it.  By  the 
end  of  the  national  bank  note  issu¬ 
ing  period  in  July  of  1935,  it  became 
a  logistical  nightmare  for  the  BEP 
when  it  came  to  printing  all  the  dif¬ 
ferent  notes  for  all  of  the  different 
banks.  From  1863  —  1935  over 
14,000  banks  participated  in  the 
national  bank  note  program  with 
over  12,000  issuing  notes. 

National  bank  notes  come  in  sev¬ 
eral  varieties.  First  the  notes  must 
be  broken  down  into  two  broad 
categories  —  “large”  and  "small." 
This  correlates  to  the  size  of  our 
nation's  currency  at  that  time.  The 
“large”  was  in  use  from  1863  — 
1929.  To  save  on  paper  and  ink  the 
BEP  went  to  the  “small"  size.  This 
occurred  in  July  of  1929,  but  it  took 
the  ten  preceding  years  to  imple¬ 
ment  the  change  very  effectively. 
The  “small"  is  the  size  of  the  cur¬ 
rency  of  today.  The  “large"  is  rough¬ 
ly  one  and  half  times  larger  than 
the  “small”  currency. 

The  “large"  are  broken  down 
again  by  charter  period  —  first, 
second  and  third.  These  charter 
periods  basically  correspond  to  the 
first  20  year  chartering  period  and 
the  subsequent  20  year  renewal 
periods.  First  charter  notes  are 
known  as  “originals”  or  “series 
1875"  notes  when  this  is  printed  on 
the  face  of  the  note.  Second  charters 
are  known  as  “Brown  Backs”  when 
the  back  is  brown,  “Date  Backs" 
when  the  dates  1882  —  1908  appear 
on  the  back  and  “Value  Backs" 
when  the  denomination  is  spelled 
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FACE  OF  NOTE 


BACK  OF  NOTE 
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out  on  the  back.  Third  charter  notes 
have  an  entirely  new  design  on  the 
face  and  back  of  the  notes.  Third 
charters  are  known  as  "Red  Seals 
when  the  Treasury  seal  on  the  face 
of  the  note  is  in  red.  "Date  Backs 
when  the  dates  1902  —  1908  appear 
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on  the  back  of  the  note  (the  Treas¬ 
ury  seal  has  also  been  changed  to 
blue)  and  "Plain  Backs"  when  there 
are  no  dates  on  the  hack  of  the  notes 
(again  the  Treasury  seal  is  now 
blue). 

The  "small"  are  broken  down  as

either  “Type  One”  or  “Type  Two.” 
“Type  One”  notes  have  the  bank 
charter  number  printed  on  the  face 
of  the  note  twice  in  heavy  black  ink 
“Type  One”  notes  were  issued  from 
1929  —  1933.  “Type  Two"  notes 
have  the  bank  charter  number  print¬ 
ed  on  the  face  of  the  note  not  only 
twice  in  heavy  black  ink  but  also 
twice  more  on  either  side  of  the  por¬ 
trait  in  brown  ink.  These  were  is¬ 
sued  from  1933  —  1935.  The  change 
from  "Type  One”  to  “Type  Two” 
resulted  in  a  change  of  the  number¬ 
ing  scheme  of  the  notes.  These  notes 
came  in  sheets  of  six.  For  "Type 
One”  notes  every  note  of  a  sheet 
had  the  same  serial  number,  how¬ 
ever,  the  prefix  letter  would  change 
from  A  —  F.  For  “Type  Two”  notes 
every  note  had  a  different  serial 
number  and  the  prefix  letter  re¬ 
mained  an  “A.”  This  made  the 
national  bank  notes  conform  with 
the  numbering  scheme  of  all  other 
U.S.  currency.  Both  “Type  One” 
and  "Type  Two”  notes  have  brown 
Treasury  seals.  Generally  “Type 
Two"  notes  are  scarcer  than  "Type 
One”  notes. 

First  charter  notes  were  issued  in 
nine  denominations  —  $1,  $2,  $5, 
$10,  $20,  $50,  $100,  $500  and  $1,000. 
Second  charter,  third  charter, 
“Type  One"  and  “Type  Two”  notes 
were  issued  only  in  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50 


and  $100  denominations. 

In  July  1935  the  national  bank 
note  issuing  period  came  to  an  end 
when  the  last  of  the  deposited  bonds 
came  due.  This  closed  the  door  on  a 
very  interesting  period  of  United 
States  numismatics.  Very  few  of  the 
notes  were  not  redeemed  through 
normal  commerce  transactions.  The 
few  that  did  escape  redemption  are 
windows  into  our  country’s  past.  A 
majority  of  all  banks  can  have  their 
known  surviving  examples  counted 
on  one  or  two  hands.  For  some 
banks  there  are  no  known  surviving 
examples.  National  bank  notes  are 
the  most  historical  of  our  nation's 
currency.  To  learn  more  about 
national  bank  notes  1  suggest  the 
following  books:

Some  are 
superstitious  and  others  save  them 
as  collectors’  items.) 


3.  What  is  the  highest  denomi 
nation  of  U.S.  currency  printed  and 
distributed  by  the  government? 
(Since  1969,  the  government  has 
circulated  nothing  larger  than  a 
$100  bill.) 

4.  How1  much  paper  is  used  per 
year  in  producing  paper  money? 
(None.  U.S.  currency  is  printed  on 
fabric  —  75%  cotton  and  25%  linen.)

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MEDALS  COMMEMORATE 
BATTLE  OF  BRITAIN 


The  British  Royal  Mint  has 
struck  medallions  in  sterling  silver 
proof  and  brilliant  uncirculated 
cupro  nickel  to  commemorate  the 
50th  Anniversary  of  the  Battle  of 
Britain.  The  designs  are  the  work  of 
English  sculptor  and  designer  Mary 
Milner  Dickens  and  are  her  first  for 
the  Royal  Mint. 

By  the  summer  of  1940,  a  victor¬ 
ious  Germany  was  in  control  of 
most  of  northern  Europe.  Britain 
stood  alone  and  defiant.  In  a  radio 
broadcast  to  the  nation  Winston 
Churchill  announced  “the  battle  of 
France  is  over.  I  expect  that  the 
Battle  of  Britain  is  about  to  begin.” 
It  did! 

For  months  the  skies  over  south¬ 
ern  England  became  the  scene  of 
the  greatest  air  battle  in  history. 
“The  Few,”  as  Churchill  dubbed  the 
pilots  of  Royal  Air  Force  Fighter 
Command,  battled  wave  after  wave 
of  German  aircraft,  as  Hitler  sought 
to  soften  up  Britain  in  preparation 
for  his  anticipated  invasion.  Fin¬ 
ally,  in  the  autumn  the  Spitfires 


and  Hurricanes  of  the  RAF  gained 
the  upper  hand  and  Hitler  had 
received  his  first  setback. 

Much  has  been  said  in  this  anni¬ 
versary  year  about  the  courage  of 
the  British  and  allied  pilots  whose 
daring  and  tenacity  brought  a 
major  turning  point  in  World  War 
II.  The  magnificent  50th  Anniver¬ 
sary  Medallions  are  a  tribute  to 
them  all. 

The  obverse  shows  three  of  the 
major  aircraft  that  fought  in  the 
Battle  of  Britain  —  the  British 
Supermarine  Spitfire  and  the 
Hawker  Hurricane,  both  symboli¬ 
cally  superimposed  over  the  Ger¬ 
man  Messerschmitt  BF109  which 
has  been  destroyed.  The  reverse 
depicts  a  dramatic  scene  of  aerial 
combat  which  was  a  familiar  sight 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  of 
1940.

BAD  INK  IS  BLAMED 


Approximately  7  billion  Federal 
Reserves  notes  (bills)  are  produced 
annually,  with  errors  sometimes, 
but  now  the  United  States  has  fad¬ 
ing  ink  problems. 

George  Washington's  face  is  look¬ 
ing  pale  on  some  $1  bills  and  small 
sections  of  black  ink  are  flaking  off 
other  denominations  because,  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing 
claims,  it  was  sent  a  batch  of 
“inferior  quality”  ink  last  year. 

The  bureau  realized  the  problem 
when  some  bills  failed  durability 


tests,  which  entail  folding  and 
washing  the  bills  repeatedly  Before 
the  defective  ink  was  discovered,  an 
unknown  quantity  was  released 
into  circulation 

Because  the  bad  batch  of  ink  was 
used  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular 
ink,  a  bureau  spokeswoman  said, 
there  is  no  way  of  knowing  how 
many  bills  were  affected,  though 
the  number  was  "quite  limited." 
The  faulty  ink  was  used  on  all 
denominations,  but  especially  $1 
and  $5  bills.
